The Latvian pe^le belcmg to the ethnio group of Baits and are not a 
mmber of either the Oexmanle or Slovle rsees. They have their own 
language/ whish belongs the Baltic braneh of Iddo-Buropean languages. 

The Latvian tribes settled down along the shores of the Baltic Sea in pre> 
historic times.

In J^uly 19^1/ 
the Soviets were driven out ^ the German army/ but after the defeat of the 
latter in 19^/ Latvia was once more oeeupled by the Soviets and has since 
been incorporated into the Soviet Union/ an action not recognised by the

and I9k9. A snail psreestafle of Latvians vers able to escape to the 
Vest during the var years and only very fev after the var. According 
to the testiaonies of escapees and newt received froa behind the Iron 
Gortain^ there is strong and bitter resentaent aaong the regaining
